“The female prisoners should have some 
occupations, and might be employed to ad- 
vantage in maintaining a laundry for other 
city institutions.

“The kitchen, dining-rooms and store- 
rooms were found neat and clean, the wards 
well managed, but inadequate; capacity, 300 
beds; present number of patients, 464.

The convenience and re- 
quirements for isolation of contagious and 
infectious diseases are absolutely wanting 
and should be provided without delay, 


‘7. The Jail and .Heldover—The crowded 
condition, ‘where, with 150 cells, there are 
308 inmates, is partially caused by the 
presence of ‘about fifty convicted prisoners 
awaiting tran tion to the penitentiary, 
which has in force a strict small-pox quar- 
antine against all outside points. This ap- 
pears unwarranted in view of the perfect 
health and complete isolation of these 
prisoners. A few cells are being used for 
sto e purposes and we suggest the build- 
ing of a suitable storage-room in the jail, 
so that all cells may used for proper 
purposes. The food is ample and whole- 
some and the general appearance of the 
prisoners indicates that the institution is 
properly managed. 

“A new rule requiring written orders 
from the Sheriff or Chief Deputy for the 
custody of any prisoner during the ad- 
journment of court, will prevent any re- 
currence of such illegal acts as the tem-

chman. Jailer Wagner has made it a 
regulation that in matters of discipline for 
flagrant violations of rules reports shall be 
made do him for approval.

The vote on the resolutions was taken in 
the shape of a motion, to adopt the confer- 
ence report, this report showing that the 
House conferees had agreed to the Senate

The resolutions being concurrent, do not 
need the approval of the President, but, 
of course, will be sent to him through the 
usual channels, so that he will receive offi- 
cial notification of the opinion of Congress 
on the Cuban question.

RESOLUTIONS RULED OUT. 


Silver Democrats Not Satisfied With 
the Union Hall Meeting. 


There is no small degree of dissatisfaction 
among the Democrats of the Thirteenth 


Ward who favor the free colnage of silver, 
because of the manner in which Harry 
Sevillin and John Callahan were selected 
as candidates for delegates to Sedalia, to 
be voted on at the primaries Thursday. 
One of the gentlemen who were present 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: The 
mass meeting was held at Union Hall in 
response to a call from W. J. Tucker, the 
Central Committeeman of the ward. Col. 
Ira C. Terry and Mr. James K. Kennedy 
were nominated f the Chairmanship—the 
latter being selected. The silver voters had 
reason to believe that the meeting was 
packed against them, but expressed them- 
selves, through Mr. F. L. Linton, as caring 
little who the delegates were, provided they 
favored and were pledged to silver. Mr. 
Linton then proposed and offered to read 
a resolution, the purpose of which was to 
put the meeting on record; but the reso- 
lution was choked off by the chair on a 
technicality. The silver men being satis- 
fied that there was nothing else for them 


sembling at the office of Alex P. Lange & 
Co., organized a meeting of silver Demo- 
crats of the Thirteenth Ward and nomi- 
nated and selected as their delegates 
Messrs. Patrick J. Egan and Alex P. 
Lange, both sterling free silver Democrats 
—the first from the south end and the lat- 
ter from the center of the ward, having 
first adopted the resolution that had been 
strangled at the other meeting, which ad- 
ourned without resolution or pledge of any 
ind. The silver mass meeting then se- 
lected committees to properly present the 
names of their candidates to be voted on 
at the primaries, to present lists for clerks 
and judges.” 

Following is the resolution adopted: 

“Resolved, That our delegates to Sedalia 
are instructed to use all lawful means to 
obtain a solid delegation to the National 
Convention at Chicago, instructed to work 
and vote for an unequivocal declaration by 
that body in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver into full 
—. tender money; at the historic ratio of 
16 to 1, without awaiting the action of 
any other country on the globe.“ 

Mr. R Southard, formerly Sewer Commis- 
sioner was at the Union Hall meeting. He 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“a most unfair advantage was taken of 
the free silver forces. Mr. ScuJjin has never 
been known as an advocate of silver. As 
for John Callahan he said from the plat- 
form that he was a silver advocate at 16 to 1, 
and that he would so vote at the convention, 
and would vote for any silver man as dele- 
gate-at-large except Gov. Stone. The Cen- 
tral Committeeman called out to him at this 
juncture ‘Johnny, don’t say too much.“ 
Thereupon Callahan held his tongue. The 
chairman, Mr. Kennedy, from the platform 
expressed his thanks for the honors con- 
ferred and his surprise at his selection, but 
he seemed well posted how to favor the gold 
element composed of a few Government 


and internal revenue force, backed by a 
large force of men heretofore known as 
Republicans. Resolutions were tendered 
by Mr. Linton, preceding the putting in 
nominations of candidates, but the chairman 
refused to entertain them and ruled against 
their reading or any action deing 
taken, declaring against all rules and prac- 
tices that the candidates should be selected 
first and resolutions acted on afterwards. 
Thereupon the free silver forces retired from 
the hall. 

“The chairman wae careful not to state

HOW:IT WAS ACCOMPLISHED, 


Men and Artillery Were Set Ashore and 
Took Part in the Assault on 
Pinar del Rio, 


NEW YORK, April 6.—A local paper this 
morning says: A long cipher dispatch from 
Carlos Garcia, son of Gen. Calixto Garcia, 
leader of the Bermuda éxpédition to Cuba, 
has been received by M. Stearn in this city. 
The dispatch was written at Manzanillo, 
which is about thirty-five miles west of 
Santiago, on April 2. Mr. Stearn held it 
in his hand jast night as he translated it, 


interjecting the necessary explanations. 
he message,“ he said, ‘‘says everything 
as I prophesied. Before the ship sailed 
Carlos insisted that if there was no inter- 
ference in United States waters they would 
— no trouble in eluding any Spanish ves- 

“The explanation of this is sithple. The 
Bermuda was rated as having a speed of 
from ten to twelve knots; as a matter of 
fact she was capable of making from eigh- 
teen to twenty knots, so that she could out- 
sail any Spanish war vessel. She was 
equipped with new engines while she was 
in dry dock in South Brooklyn. These en- 
gines and boilers were made by the Cramps, 
and were the finest that money could buy. 
The replacing of the engines was kept a 
close secret at the time. It was even 
guarded from the Cuban sympathizers. 

“So, while the Bermuda was apparently 
a slow old tramp steamer, she was in reality 
a remarkably swift ship, and no Spanish 
cruiser gould hope to catch her. As a 
matter of fact, she had no occasion to 
show her speed. The dispatch says the 
men and heavy artillery were landed in a 
bay between Bahia Honda and Muriel. 
which is about fifty miles west of Havana 
in a straight line. There was absolutely 
no interference. The two Hotchkiss guns 
and the six other heavy pieces of artil- 
lery were taken off with the ammunition 
for them. The ship. with the remaining 
arms and ammunition, was then sent to 
Santiago. It went around the north shore 
3 island through the Bahama chan- 
nel. 

“The 108 men in the expedition were land- 
en on the morning of March 22. They made 
@ march of forty miles inland, where they 
Were met by Gen, Maceo, thus carrying out 
the plan to the letter. 

“It was decided that an attack should be 
made upon Pinar del Rio, which is the 
largest inland town and a Spanish strong- 
holi. Maceo had caused the report to reach 
the Spanish garrison that he had started 
on a long march. The message says that 


(Maceo and Garcia, with 9,000 men, swept 


down upon Pinar del Rio early on the 
morning of March 23, and it was a com- 
plete surprise The Spanish troops num- 
bered about 6,000 and they were thrown into 
a state of panic by the onslatight. The use 
of the heavy artillery which Garcia. had 
brought added to their terror. The message 
Says: 

“*Consternation reigned and Spanish 
troops thrown in wild disorder. Officers 
could no* form their men. Captured two 
pieces of heavy artillery, 1,700 Mauser rifles, 
1,200,000 cartridges, 2,800 swords and stores. 
Burned 600 houses, sparing the weak. Span- 
ish loss 850 killed and 200 wounded. Cuban 
loss 150 killed and wounded.’ 

“After this victory, which is one of the 
most important that-the Cubans have won, 
inasmueh as it will be almost impossible 
for the Spaniards to find a shelter for their 
troops in the interior during the rainy sea- 
son, Gen. Garcia took 500 men on his jour- 
ney eastward, making the hardest possible 
marches. 

“Carlos Garcia says they had not the 
slightest difficuity in passing the trocha. 
which is a line of Spanish troops, and they 
went on swiftly to the eastern part of the 
island. Many volunteers joined them. 
When they arrived near Santiago they 
found that the Bermuda had landed her am- 
munition in a bay a few miles east of San- 
tlago. The ship arrived on the night of 
March 2%, but the landing was not made 
until the following morning. There were 
eighteen boatloads of rifles, cartridges and 
swords. 

“Gen. Garcia hag gone to the eastern end 
of the tsland because that is his old home 
and the people living there are his loyal 
friends. Jose Gomez. Gen, Gomez's brother, 
is with him. Gen. Garcia will do nothing 
for a month but organize an army of 
picked men. He expects to have an army 
of volunteers which will number 25,000 men 
and a regular force of 10,000 men.“ 


SPAIN IS AGITATED. 


The Premier Will Convoke a Cabinet 
Council Tuesday. 


MADRID, April 6.—The Premier, on learn- 
ing that the House will vote on the Cuban 
resolutions Monday, announced that he will 


convoke the Cabinet Counéil on Tuesday, in 
order to h quire into the course to be taken 

The Heraldo publishes an article, saying: 

“Few SpanisW except Senor Depuy De 
Lome any longer entertain the hope that 
Cleveland will not yield to the pressure of 
public opinion and electoral interests. We 
think that before a declaration of belliger- 
ency, Cleveland .will try mediation, or at 
least diplomatic negotiation, in order to as- 
certain the spirit of the Spanish Govern- 
ment. No Spanish Government will accept 
such negotiations. Belligerency will come 
and with it tne eventuality of war with the 
United States. Spain is impatient to see if 
Uncle Sam means business. If he does we 
prefer it to humiliation.”’ 

The Heraldo in conclusion laments that 
Spanish public opinion is not so agitated 
es it was/last month, and asserts that 
the Government needs such agitation to 
make’ it act energetically. 


BY LAND AND SEA. 


Spain Strengthening Her Navy and 
Fortifying Havana. 


MADRID, March 6.—Hostilities in Cuba 
must soon cease on account of the approach 
of the rainy season and nd further rein- 
forcements worth mentioning will be sent 


to Cuba until September. But the War De- 
partment is making extensive preparations 
in this connection, and four ironclads and 
several torpedo boats are ready to sall at 
short notice from Ferrol in order to take 
part in the blockade of the coasts of Cuba 
should the insurgents be recognized as 
belligerents. 

There is no intention to defy the United 
States or do anything calcufated to inflame 
popular feeling, although, should it become 
necessary to do so, it is understoood that 
the Spanish people will respond with en- 
thusiasm to the call to arms. , 

The defenses of Havana have been greatly 
strengthened recently by the addition to 4 
armament of that of a number of the 
heaviest guns, additional earthworks have 
been thrown up on the land side and every- 
thing possible has been done to make that

But it was during the dark days through 
which the Democratic party passed soon 
after the war that the parricidal hand of 
the Republic, nee Republican, was raised 
to strike down the only political organiza- 
tion that stood for the rights and liberty 
of the citizens and the preservation of free, 
representative government.

Fl PEACE. 


Cardinals of America, England 
and Ireland Declare Themselves. 


ASK FOR ARBITRATION. 


They Suggest a Permanent Tribunal 
of Arbitration te Settle Inter- 
national Questions. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 6.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons to-day gave out the following appeal 
for arbitration instead of war, signed by 
himself and Cardinals Vaughan of West- 
minster and Logue of Ireland. The docu- 
ment is the result of a correspondence upon 
the subject between Cardinal Gibbons and 
his colleagues, whose names are affixed to 
the appeal, and was issued on Easter Sun- 
day because of the appropriateness of the 
day. The appeal is as follows: 

“An appeal by the American, Irish and 
English Cardinals in behalf of a permanent 
tribunal of arbitration: 

“We, the undersigned Cardinals, represen- 

tatives of the Prince of Peace and of the 
Catholic Church in our respective coun- 
tries, invite all who hear our voice to co- 
operate in the formation of a public opin- 
ion which shall demand the establishment 
of a permanent tribunal of arbitration as a 
national substitute among the English- 
speaking races for a resort to the bloody 
arbitrament of war. 
“We are well aware that such a project 
is beset with practical difficulties. e be- 
lieve that they will not prove to be insuper- 
able if the desire to overcome them be 
genuine and general. Such a court existed 
for centuries, when the nations of Christen- 
dom were united in one faith. Have we not 
seen nations appeal to that same court for 
its judgment in our own day? 

The establishment of a permanent tri- 
bunal, composed, may be, of trusted repre- 
sentatives of each sovereign nation, which 
were to nominate judges and umpires ac- 
cording to the nature of the difficulties that 
arise, and a common acceptance of general 
rinciples defining and limiting the juris- 
iction and subject matter of such a tri- 
bunal, would create new guarantees for 
peace that could not fail to influence the 
whole of Christendom. 

“Such an international court of arbitra- 

tion would form a second line of defense, 
to be called inte requisition only after the 
ordingry resources of diplomacy had been 
exhausted. It would at least postpone the 
outbreak of hostilities until reason and 
common-sense had formally announced 
their last word. This is a matter of which 
the’ constitution and procedure must be 
settled by Governments. But as Govern- 
ments are becoming more and more iden- 
tified with the aspirations and molded by 
the desires of the people an appeal in the 
first instance must be addressed to the 
people. 
„We do not hesitate on our part to lift 
up our united voice and proclaim to all 
who are accustomed to hearken to our 
counsel] that it is a sign of divine influence 
at work in their midst when nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall, they be exercised any more in war 
(Isaiah 2, 4), for it was written of a future 
i , “Come ye and behold the work of the 
Lotd, what wonders he hath done upon 
earth, making wars to cease even to 
the end of thé earth“ (Ps. 4, 9)
